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SOBRAL MAKES EXPLANATION. 


Says He Has Been Misunderstood and 
Misquoted. 

New York, February 21.—Today a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press called up- 
on Lieutenant Commander L. G. Sobral, na- 
val attache to the Spanish legation at 
Washington, now in this city, and during 
an interview asked if the reported inter- 
view held with him had been accurateiy 
stated. 

Lieutenant Commander Sobral! said that 
he had been misunderstood, hence mis- 
quoted. He said that the construction plac- 
ed upon his remarks had led to an erro- 
neous deduction—that he had not made any 
unkind or harsh remarks about the offi- 
cers of the ‘Maine. The reporter, in speaking 
to him, quoted the opinion said to have 
been given by an officer in the navy of 
Great Britain reflecting on the discipline 
in the American navy.

WANTS MORE MANUFACTURES. | 


Counciiman Lumpkin Introduced an 
Ordinance Donating Old Water 


Works Property to Industrial En 


eens. 


Councilman Lumpkin introduced a reso- 
lution which if adopted will prove quite an 


inducement for manufacturers to come to 
Atlanta. 


The measure provides that the old water- 
works property be divided into plats of 
ten or twenty acres each, each plat having | 
a frontage of 200 feet on the lake if possible; 
that alternate plats be given free of charge 
to manufacturing enterprises of not less 
than $50,000 capital that will locate there. 

Mr. Lumpkin believes that this will prove 
an innovation for local business interests, 
and will urge the passage of his measure. 
It was referred to the manufactures com- 
mittee. 


Hand Book on Atlanta. 

A communication was read from the 
chamber of commerce asking the city to 
bear half the expenses of publishing the 
handbook on Atlanta that has just been 
completed and which one of the hand-. 
somest publications of the kind ever got 
out in this country. 

The ccmmunication stated thiut the first 
edition of 5,000 copies had cost $1,337. and 
that the second 5.000 could be secured for 
$350. Councilman Howard introduced a res- 
olution appropriating $668.61 for one-half 
the cost of the first edition and $350 for 
one-half the cost of the second edition. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

A communication was read from Mayor 
Collier heartily indorsing the handbook 
and ommending that the appropriation 
be made. 

Mey Now Play Football Here. ; 

Alderman Woodward introduced an ofrdi- 
nance repealing the ordinance passed last 
fall prohibiting football in the city. He 
stated the original ordinance was passed 
under misleading circumstances and that 
such action was really not the sentiment 
of council. The vote was unanimous in 
favor of the adoption of the repealing 
measure, and the intercollegiate football 
games will be played in Atlanta again 
this year. 

The report of the finance comnfittee re- 
fusing to pay the Olmsted yellow fever bill 
was adopted. This sends the bill back to 
the board of health. 

The report of the committee on electric 
and other railroads refusing to allow the 
Chattahoochee line to extend its terminals 
to the old artesian well site on Peachtree 
street, was adopted. The road will only 
be allowed to go within ten feet of Peach- 
tree street on Walton street. 

The resolution to advertise for 
paving Auburn avenue was passed. 

City Engineer Clayton was granted a 
leave of absence to go to Waynesville, N.

County Will Pay One-Half and the 
City One-Half. 


COMMISSIONER'S CLERK FIGHT AGAIN 


Old Ordinance Prohibiting Football in 
City Reopened—Lumpkin’s Plan 


. for New Manufactories. 
HE city council heid an important 
7 meeting at the city hall yesterday af- 
ternoon. The session lasted over three 
hours and several matters of more than 
ordinary interest were considered. 

The proposition of the county commis- 
siorers to bear half of the expense of 
widening and improving Whitehall street 
and raising the grade on Edgewood ave- 
nue was almost unanimously accepted. 
Mr. J. J. Maddox was appointed as a 
special agent to negotiate with the parties 
refusing to donate the necessary five feet 
on Whitehall street with a view to pur- 
chasing it. A committee of three council- 
men was appointed to estimate the dam- 
ages accruing to adjacent property from 
the raised grade on Edgewood avenue. 

Council appeared to be a unit on the 
Whitehall street widening. Not a single 
member was against the improvement. 
Realizing the great liberality of the coun- 
ty commissioners in offering to bear half 
the’ expense of such an important and 
baaly needed improvement on one of the 
principal thoroughfares of the city, council 
determined to take advantage of this ex- 
cellent opportunity and push the work 
to an early completion. The special agent 
will have little ‘trouble in purchasing the 
property or making some satisfactory set- 
tlement with property owners who now 
refuse to co-operate with the plan, and 
will render his report at the next session 
of council.

| WILL CHANGE LIST BOOKS. 


Council Repeals Old Law and Gives 
Board Authority To Select New 
Methods of Study. — 


enn 


The council passed the two ordinances 
introduce@ at the last session giving au- 
thority to change some of the schoolbooks 
now being used in the pubtic school curric- 
ulums. Hon. Hoke Smith, president of the 
board of education, appeared before the 
council and urged the passage of the ordi- 
nances in a forceful argument in favor of 
changing the present system of textbooks 
in some of the lower grades. 

In 1894 an ordinance was passea fixing the 
textbooks for five years, 50 that they 
could not be changed in that time. One of 
the ordinances adopted yesterday repeals 
that old measure. The other. allows the 
board of education to make certain changes 
n the books and not to allow them to be 

hangea@ for five years after this scholastic 
term. 

Mr. Smith stated that some of the books 
not in use are entirely out of date; that 


more modern methods greatly facilitating) 


the work of teaching can now be secured 
without. additional cost. He laid special 
stres9 on the inefficiency’ of the present 
readers and geographies now in use, and 
stated the board of education had only 
agreed to the change after mature and 
eareful consideration. The second ordi- 
nance adopted yesterday afternoon is as 
follows: 

“That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance, and before the next term ef the 
public school begins in the city’ of Atlanta, 
the board of education shall in compliance 
With the duty resting upon it, carefully 
consider and adopt the textbooks to be used 
by the children in the public schools in this 
city in each and every grade, and that hav- 
ing done so, said board Shall not have the 
power to change any Of Said textbooks in 
any grade before the expiration of five 
years, and said board shall have the right 
every five years thereafter to change said 
textbooks.” 


COMMISSIONERS’ CLERK AGAIN.

Councilman Burns Makes the Point 
That Present Incumbent Is Serv- 
ing Illegally. 

The fight over the position of clerk to 
the commissioner of public works took a 
most unexpected turn in council yesterday 
afternoon. Notwithstanding the action of 
the aldermanic board in Killing the ordi- 
nance recreating the position, the move- 
ment still lives, and the outcome is doubt- 

ful. 

Councilman Burns presented the convinc- 
ing proof that ceuncil had sole authority 
in the hiring of a clerk in the commission- 
er’s office, and that the present incumbent, 
who was employed by the finance commit- 
tee, holds his office illegally. Mr. Burns ar- 
gued that according to the bill introduced 
in the legislature abolishing the office some 
time ago, cou alone has the power to 
prescribe what help the commissioner of 
public works shall have, and that an or- 
dinance is necessary if a clerk is necessary. 

Mr. Frank Moses, who is now filling this 
position, was appointed without any spe- 
cyal action of council. No appropriation was 
made to pay his salary, the sum being 
taken out of the regular departmental ap- 
portionment. Councilman Burns stated he 
had no other object in view but for council 
to proceed legally in the matter and moved 
that the ordinance be referred back to the 
aldermanic board for reconsideration. 

Assistant City Attorney Pendleton agreed 
with Mr. Burns that no help could be em- 
ployed without consent of council, and 
stated that the action of the aldermanic 
board in refusing to cogcur in the action of 
council in adopting the ordinance recreat- 
ing the position, killed the ordinance. Chair- 
man Dimmock made the same ruling. Jydge 
Pendleton stgted the only recourse was to 
appoint a conference eommittee. Alderman 
Mitchell stated the aldermanic board had 
turned down the ordinance by a vote of 
four to one because council had made no 
appropriation to pay the clerk's salary. Al- 
derman, Rice thought if Mr. Burns’s rule 
held good it would affect all other clerks 
in other municipal departments, and advo- 
cated the election of all by council if the 
election of the clerk to the commissioner 
of public works was to take this course. 

iMr. Rice moved to adopt the report of 
the aldermanic board and the motion was 
lost by a vote of 8 to 6. It was then moved 
to appoint a conference committee, which 
was carried, the following being appointed: 
Aldermen Turner and Rice, Councilman 
Stephens, Howard and Dozier. 
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NEVER WENT TO THE COUNCIL. 


Another Argument on Electrolysis 
Problem Yesterday. 

The committee on electric and other rail- 
rdads of city council met at the city hall 
yesterday afternoon at the instance of 
the officials of the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company for the further con- 
sideration of electrolysis. After a good 
deal of discussion the committee decided 
to hold the report over for two weeks and 
the ordinance was not presented to council 
yesterday afternoon. 

The Consolidated was 
President Woodruff, Mr. Joel) Hurt and 
Colonel John W. Goodwin. The electroly- 
Sis committee was represented by Judge 
Hillyer, president of the board of water 
commissioners. The .Consolidated protest- 
ed vigorously against the electrolysis or- 
dinance as originally framed on the 
grounds it. was not broad enough and 
could not possibly be obeyed. 

Colonel Goodwin spoke against the ordi- 
nance on the ground it protected other 
structures in the streets than the city’s 
Pipes. He stated the city had no right 
to protect the property of other compa- 
nies, and that the street railway compa- 
nies might become Involved in serious 
trouble if the ordinance as framed was 
adopted. He thought the ordinance ought 
to require the companies to retain their 
currents on the structtres “as mear as 
practicable,” and that some more detinite 
measure should be adopted to fix the re- 
&ponsibility for stray Currents. 

Judge Hillyer spoke in favor of the ordi- 
nance as criginally framed. He did not 
object to having the city’s property pro- 
tected alone, but thought the other clauses 
should stand. g@fhe committee will hold a 
special session for the further considera- 
tion of the matter in the next few days.

FUMES OF WooD 
POISON A FAMILY 


The Mest Remarkable Case of Poisoning 
on Record. 


GGVERNMENT IS INVESTIGATING 


Postmaster Smyth Is Aiding the Gov- 
ernment Official. 


WERE POISONED BY BURNING THUNDERWOOD

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This Deadly Poisonous Wood Causes 
a Family To Be Il], for Two 
Weeks.

HE strangest case of poisoning ever 

known in Atlanta is being investigat- 
a - wg a prominent government official. 
“ur, Vv. K. Chestnut, of the division of bot- 
any of the United States aericultural de- 
partment, is engaged in investigating the 
poisoning case, Postmaster Smyth is as- 
sisting the Washington official, 

A stick of thunderwood burned in an open 
grate sent 1ts poisonous fumes through the 
family room of Mr. L. §. McMullen, a 
well-known electrician, and for two weeks 
his family have been at the point of death. 
although they are very nearly well now. 
The poisoning was so strange and unusual 
as to be looked upon with disbelief, but 
close medical examination has proven that 
the deadly thunderwood did the work. 

By some means the attention of the gOvV- 
ernment was directed to the case and its 
remarkable features led the officials to send 
a man to investigate. Thunderwood has 
always been regarded as thé most poison- 
ous species of forest wood. It is especially 
dangerous because of the fact that it is 
so similar to other varieties of trees that 
it can with difficulty be detected. A stick 
of the wood was by mistake mixed with 
Mr. McMullen’s supply of wood and the 
accidental poisoning resulted. 

Mr. McMullen {s well known in Atlanta. 
For a number of years he was electrician 
for the Agnes Scott institute at Decatur. 
He is a chicken fancier and has always 
taken a great jnterést in chicken raising. 
About five months ago he moved out. to 
Tucker, on the Seaboard Air-Line, in De- 
Kalb county, where he purchased a farm 
and began the industry of fine 
chickens. 

At the beginning of winter he bought a 
supply of wood to last him through the 
cold season. This wood was stored away, 
and by some accident the thunderwood 
was mixed in. Two weeks ago the serv- 
ant placed the wood on the fire, not notic- 
ing that it was poisonous. The members 
of the family who were in the room at the 
time were Mrs. McMullen, Miss Ola Mc- 
Mullen and the two young boys of the 
family, Park and Anderson McMullen, aged 
ten and twelve years, respectively. After 
the stick of thunderwood began to burn 
those in the room noticed a peculiar odor 
in the room. There was no explanation 
and as it was hardly noticeable the family 
thought little of it. In a half hour the 
odor of the burning thunderwood was s0 
strong as to be detected in all parts of the 
house. The four occupants of the room 
were soon deathly sick and a doctor was 
summoned. The stick of wood wes taken 
from the fire. 

The doctor wh6. attended the suffering 
family announced that the family was sick 
from inhaling the fumes of the burning 
wood. He had never heard of such an oc- 
currence before and was: much excited 
over the discovery that a dry stick of 
thunderwood could contain such deadly 
qualities. 

As thunderwood has always been regard- 
ed perfectly safe when dry, the case is 
certainly remarkable. The only instances 
of thunderwood poisoning on record are 
those where persons have handled the green 
wood, and then, except in rare cases, no 
p ning results unless the tree is brulsed 
eo astio get some of the sapon the hands 
of the person handling it. In a few cases 
people have been poisoned by walking near 
thunderwood trees. Persons who are sus- 
ceptible to poisoning if perspiring when 
passing near the trees are liable to be 
gerigg ree family have all about re- 
covered. For several days there were grave 
doubts felt as to their recovery.

of Atlanta, and she feéls that she can 
count upon getting it when the real condi- 
tion of affairs is known and the true object 
of the institution is made plain. 

“The evolution of the present exchange 
from the Co-operative Club which flourish- 
ed so bravely up to the beginning of the 
exposition and the departure from the city 
of its president, Mrs. Barrett, is a story 
of deepest interest and challenges the ad- 
miration of everybody who knows the pres- 
ent Jfatthful manager and her equally 
faithful assistant. It demonstrates what 
women with a purpose can do, but it also 
derhonstrates the fact that this branch of 
work, of all ethers, needs the support and 
co-operation of other women to make it 
the real power for good in the community 
which it should be. The woman’s exchange 
ls based upon the belief that if the woman 
who wants to buy something can be 
brought in contact with the woman who 
has something to sell, and each can re- 
ceive an adequate recompense for her out- 
lay of money, or of time and labor, they 
will be glad, in the love of simple justice, 
to stand by one another. It is certain, as 
we come to more generous views Of life, 
that the usefulness of the work will be «x- 
tended, the element of charity eliminated 
and the exchange will gradually come to 
rest entirely upon a co-operative basis. But 
in the meantime and while the seller and 
the buyer are in search of each other the 
rent must be paid, daily expenses met, 
and some kind of a living provided for the 
manager and her assistant. It has been 
hard, sometimes impossible, to make both 
ends meet, and in spite of the struggle 
against it, the exchange is in debt and 
must have relief. 

“In order to pay expenses, which amount 
to about $90 a month, articles to the value 
Of 3900 must be sold or the deficit made up 
in some other way. The history of nearly 
every successful exchange in this country, 
and there are many, shows that in the 
early years of the movement, much out- 
side help in the way of subscriptions or 
donations, has been given to enable the 
managers to broaden the scope of their 
work and avoid incurring debt, but so far 
there has been no organized movement in 
Atlanta to uphold and further the work 
here, and a few faithful friends are the 
sole dependence of this most worthy in- 
stitution. No woman has ever been turned 
away from the exchange without at least 
@ word of cheer and encouragement and 
Only those who know what hopelessness 
and despair mean, can appreciate the value 
of such sympathy. 

“Purely philanthropic in character, the 
object of this association is to enable gen- 
tlewomen chiefly, but every woman who 
is in need to make her accomplishments or 
practical knowledge of whatever kind re- 
munerative. There are many whom age, 
ill health or home duties prevent from be- 
coming bread-winners in. the open market, 
and the products of their hands and brains 
must find an outlet into the channels of 
trade. Generally speaking, the articles sold 
through these institutions are such as can- 
not be bought at ordinary shops. Where, 
except in the attractive showcases of the 
Atlanta exchange, can be found dainty 
hand-work of needle, brush, pastry, beaten 
biscuft, home-made and whole wheat bread? 
On short notice Miss Hoppie can fill orders 
for receptions, card parties and other en- 
tertainments, however simple or elaborate. 
She can furnish beautifully made layettes, 
children’s clothes or bridal trousseaux and 
the prices are more reasonable than the 
same goods cam be bought in New York or 
Boston. The woman who has sold 525 cakes 
through the exchange during the past year 
would scarcely find another market for 
her wares, while through the good offices of 
the same assOciation the “little biscuit 
woman” has become famous at home and 
abroad, More than $1,800 have been paid to 
consigners during the year, but that only 
means $180 for the exchange, and the strug- 
gle to raise, in other ways, the amount 
necessary to broaden the scope of the work 
and keep out of debt has been almost heart- 
breaking to the two brave women whose 
object is to make the exchange self-sup- 
porting. But this takes time and money in 
addition to hard work, and in no one way 
gan the good people of Atlanta render more 
genuine service than in appreciating and 
supporting an institution whose aim is to 
furnish self-respecting people with the 
means Of making a living.

The amount 
of bonded whisky made in Georgia was 
found to be quite large and fully up to 
the usual quality. 

Major Chalmers and Mr, Pavy were bus- 
ily engaged all day yesterday inspecting 
the other department of the revenue ‘ser- 
vice, which is under United States Marshal 
Johnson. While Marshal Johnson’s and 
Collector Rucker’s departments are practi- 
cally the same, the first is under the de- 
partment of justice and the other is in the 
treasury departmeé@nt. Marshal Johnson's | 
men make arrests and administer 
and the law, while the other department 
collects revenue for the treasury. 

Some interesting facts are shown by the 
report which the two inspectors are pre- 
paring on the Atlanta division. They find 
that the bills for boarding government 
prisoners in Georgia jails are enornrous. 
The moonshiners when arrested are dis- 
tributed among the various county jails 
in the state and the government pays from 
) to 8) cents per day for their board. This 
aggregates an enormous sum, for there are 
hundreds of the moonshiners jailed every 
year. The bill for the last quarter for the 
mwoonshiners confined in the Fulton county 
jail alone was over $3,200. The inspectors 
regard this board business 4s a waste of 
money. It 1s understood that they will 
recommend a government penitentiary for 
Atlanta. The south has been clamoring 
for ‘a federa! prison for years, and In- 
spector Pavy said yesterday that the need 
was greater here than at any one place 
in the United States. 

“Why, vou have more prisoners here than 
any district in the country. The board 

for the government prisoners in the 
great city of Chicago does not touch the 
moonshiners’ board bill in Atlanta. Just 
think, $38,200 for one quarter and only one 
jail.”*
